canvass in New York, aud rune over the old subject
of slavery in the Territories as the chief grounds of
objection to the election of Judge Parker, the democraticcandidate for governor of that State. We
gather from the random hie of the Tribune, that the
opposition take iaaue with ua upon the question of
the right of the people of a Territory, in defiance of
the deoiaiou of the Supreme Court of the United
States, to akoliah slavery. There is no doubt of the
right Of auch people to abolish slavery when tiny
form their State government. The Tribune goes

s a step further and raises an issue upon the
question of their authority to do so while in a terrii
torial condition, maintaining that they have such authority.
We are, then, to meet the forces of the opposition,

in and out of tko State of New York, upon this issue.Let us look into the matter for a moment. A
party that puts in a claim to respectability and demandssupport, is based avowedly upon the merest

ephemeral subject.a subject which has no practicalbearing, and, if it had, that cannot be kept alive
| from year to year. The Now York Times, speaking

of the chief point in controversy upon this issue,
said a few days ago :

" Kansas is played out. No political movements outsideof her own borders can materially affect her future
condition. She will be admitted upon her first asking.
The administration dare not risk an attempt to keep her
out, or, if it should, its defeat will bo overwhelming.
As a political issue, therefore, the Kansas question belongsto the past. In its nature it was temporary. Time
and events have settled it."
Now it is proposed that the great State of New

York shall enter iuto controversy upon this "temporary"question which "time and events have sottied."The dead bodies of the grave are to be disinterred,and tire people of tlio Empire State are

called upon to wrangle over their skeleton forms
and determine the nature of the disease that carried
them off. Is it not more than apparent that the
hungry political buzzards and jackals who thus proposeto feed on the dead and frighten the living,
have some other object in viow than mere oppositionto slavery ? The issue is directed against the
decision of the Supreme Court of the United States;
a wedge to be driven, if possible, iuto the Union
itself. Those who have watched the progress
of anti-slavery in this country for a few years
past, must by this time see that it is an organizationlooking directly to the overthrow of the
government. As events have demonstrated that
political parties in the States cannot control, one

way or the other, tho question of slavery in the
Territories, we have seen the abolitionists throwing
off disguise and assailing the fundamental principles
of our federal compact. They started with an

avowed purpose to prevent the admission into the
Union of any more slave States j but in this they
overlooked the practical fact thut lite people of the
new States would settle that question for themselves,
and now turn away from their issue to assail aud removetho only obstacle that stands in the way of di
rect action by northern majorities against the institutionof slavery everywhere in the Union.
We bring this subject before the democracy of the

Nortu, and we point them to the real purposes of
the abolitionists who thus insist upon the right of
the people to abolish slavery by virtue of territorial
legislation. It is a new avenue opened for sectional
agitation, looking to a hostile approach to the very
citadel of our institutions, aud to the ultimate downfallof the federal Union. There is not an intelligent
man in the wholo country that does not know
that the mere question of the right of the people of a

Territory to abolish slavery is intended as a cover

under which the abolitionists expect to approach the
vital question of constitutional power conferred upon
the federal judiciary.to assault and overthrow thai
fundamental article ot the government of the States
This work completed, we aeo no way by which the
majorities of tlie North cau be checked in whatever
measures they may propose against the institution
of slavery in the States. What tire anti-slavery men
are seeking is supreme control; and this they cannot
accomplish so long as effect is givon to the compact
of union through the tribunals chosen to expound its
provisions. It is not, then, the question whether
the people of Kansas will or will not have slavery,
but whether the Supreme Court ehall become or not
the tools of the anti-slavery men ? whether that tribunalshall be practically suppressed, or be made
the mere instrument of faction and fanaticism ?
The Tribune knows very well that the democratic

party maintain that the people of the Territories
when they come to frame their State institutions
may prohibit or abolish slavery at will, and equally
well that under the pressure of population in this
country, their territorial existence is only for a

dsy. This is the utmost doctrine of "popular sovereignty".thecompletest exercise of sovereign
mpower by the people, and ampls, in all respects, to

give effect to their will concerning their domestic affairs.The Tribnue lias been insisting for years upon
the right of Congress to jegislato on the subject of

toreryin the Territories; defending the Missouri

Compromise and the Wiimot restriction, butnow turns

Richmond, October 24, 1858.

Tho sixth annual exhibition of the United States AgricnlturalFair has attracted a large crowd of visitors. All
tho principal hotels are crowded to overflowing, and the
cry is "whero shall I get a place to sleep 1" Among the
visitors I recognise Uoueral Caleb Cushiug, the chosen
orator of the day, General Tench Tilghman, president of
the United States Agricultural Society, Gen. Ilenry Wilson,of Ohio, member of the executive committee, Col.
B. P. Johnson, of New York, Gen. Win. D. Wilson, of
Iowa, Col. 11. K. Burgwin, of North Carolina, Col. B.
Alston, of South Carolina, anil Ben. Perley I'oore, secretaryof the U. 8. Agricultural Society. The address of
General Gushing is looked forward to with great Interest,
and is expected to bo one of that distinguished gentleman'shappiest efforts.
The eutry of stock for exhibition has l>een quite large,

and from the spirit at present manifested by the owneis
the display will be u very fine one. 8orno of the stuck
has been brought from a great distance, ranging from
Maine to Iowa, and as far south as South Carolina. I saw
this evening a very fine horse from tin; Mastern Shore of
Murylnnd, tho property of Win. T. Hardest)-, lie is a

Black Hawk horse by Tieonderoga, and has taken several
premiums heretofore at tho B.dlimoro fairs. From tho
admiration he creuted, it is fair to presume that he will
be a favorite. Col. Ludington, of Kentucky, has a fine
lot of stock of the Durham breed for exhibition, and
Cuptain Tulbott, of the Eastern Shore of Maryland, drove
to the ground! twenty-four lino specimens of tho Devon
breed. There is no doubt of the entire success of the exhibition,and I predict thut the competition and rivalry
created will have tire most beneficial effect upon the
future of Virginia.
The grounds liare not yet been arranged, and to-morrow,which will lie devoted exclusively to that purpose,

will be a busy day. On Tuesday morniug, at 10 o'clock,
Hon. James Lyons, president of tho Virginia AgriculturalSociety, will introduce General Tench Tilghman,
president of the United States Agricultural Society, who
will formally inaugurate the exhibition, which will then
commence according to programme. On Wednesday
Wm.' H. Macfurland, esq., of lticlunond, will welcome
the invited guests and delegates of other societies, from
some of whom responses may lie expected. On Thursday
Geueral Caleb Cashing, of Massachusetts, the orator of
the occasion, will deliver the address, and on Friday the
valedictory will be delivered by Hon. Wm. C. Hives, of
Virginia. On Thursday evening it ball will l»e given at
tbo Ballard House, and on Friday evening the grand
banquet will take place. Throughout the entire week
there will be constant variety.

THE SUCCESSOR OF HON. J. L. ORR.

Willnrd Barlow, cikj., of Davenport, says the 'ilniw,
who has just returned from a tour through Mirsonri,
Tennessee, Alaliamn, and Kentucky, states that the
planters in those States have made experiments iu sorghumculture this year, and they are universally sucei*ful.They speak iu the highest terms of the new camMr.B. states he saw a great many of the old fashioned
cider mill* in use, grinding the cano in the same way
that apples are ground.
We hope every farmer iu the Northwest who has cane

to manufacture will conduct his experiments thoroughly,
so us to produce the liest possible article of sugar or molasses,as the case may be, und also to determine the oat
of the production of each. We have great hop-* that wa
shall soon be able to dispense with the slave-grown sugar
tuid molasses of Ixiuisiaua und Cuba.
